Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5-9 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a method of etching aluminum and/or an aluminum alloy 
comprising sodium metatitnate or potassium titanate. The closest prior art, Mc Millen 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,052,421), discloses a method of etching aluminum and/or an 
aluminum alloy (column 1, lines 15-16) in a bath (column 4, lines 36-38) comprising: 
distilled and/or deionized water (column 4, line 26-28); and sulfuric acid (column 4, lines 
20-21 ). However, there is no motivation or teaching of adding sodium metatitnate or 
potassium titanate to the bath, as in the context of claim 5.
